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The Waff Stream and Europe. 


Thfte w*a a time within the human 


epoch, «aj» James Geikie, in au article 
on " The Gulf Stream and the Panama 
Canal," when the European climate was 
to genial that many delicate southern 
•peoies of plants flourished luxuriantly 
in region* where they cannot now exist 
"Bass in the neighborhood of Paris the 
fig tree, the laurel of the Canary Islands, 
and other Southern species, found a con- 
genial habitat. 
The Canary Island 


laurel does not grow further north now 
then near Tonlon, ou the borders of the 
Mediterranean. 
It flowers in winter, 


and repeated frosts would therefore pre- 
vent its reproducing its kind. That this 
plant formerly flourished near Paris is 
thus a striking proof of changed climatic 
conditions, for the winters in Northern 
France must then have been extremely 
genial The land and fresh-water shells 
which were contemporaneous with that 
remarkable flora in Northwestern Europe 
tell precisely the same tale, and this is 
still farther illustrated and confirmed by 
the character of the mammalian fauna. 
Among the commoner animals at that 
time occupants of England, France, etc., 
were hippopotami, elephants, rhinocer- 
oses, lions, tigers, hyenas, etc., and vast 
numbers of cervine and bovine animals 
which still occupy the temperate latitudes 
of Europe. 
That such genial climatic conditions 


were due in large measure to a great in- 
crease in the volume of worm water 
flowing into the North Atlantic seems 
juit as certain as that the Arctic climate 
of the glacial period was largely induced 
by a very considerable decrease or even 
an entire stoppage of that hoat-beanng 
current. The presence of many Mediter- 
ranean shells in the ancient raised 
beaches of Scandinavia, the occurrence 
oJ mussel banks in the coast-lands of 
Spitzbergen, the appearance here and 
there off the coasts of Scotland, the 
Faroes and Iceland, of Sonrthern species 
of shell-fish, ami the presence of isolated 
colonies of Southern mollusks in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, are all indicative 
of a former much greater influx of warm 
water into Northein regions than is now 
the case. Those remaikable colonies of 
Southern speeies are living evidence of 
the last epoch of extremely genial con- 
ditions experienced in Northwestern 
Europe—an epo»h, during which great 
forest growths oveiaprcad wide regions 
in the North—covering the British Is- 
lands, the inner and outer Hebrides, the 
Orkneys and the Shetland Islands, all 
Norway up to the extreme north, and 
most extensive areas which to-day lie 
submerged in the sea. 


First Temperance Law. 


The following extract from Hon. Cha». 


B. Flood's correspondence to the Cin- 
cinnati Jtitquircr, u^dci the head of 
"Old Times Politics," dhows how Ohio's 
first temperance legislation under the 
present Constitution was adopted : 
" The passage of the first temperance 


law afforded au illustration o{ the want 
of good faith which not unfrequently 
shows itself in legislative doings. It re- 
quires a majority ol the votes of the 
members elected to each branch of the 
Legislature to pass a bill, and in all cases 
the yeas and nays are required. The 
temperance law was being passed—the 
yeas and nays were being called—when 
the Clerk disco\ered a member, pencil 
in hand, keeping count of the vote. The 
member had evidently been drinking, 
and, although the call was made slowly 
and distinctively to give the member a 
chance to keep « correct account, yet he 
missed it by one vote. When his name 
was called he did not vote; when called 
& second time, after all the other mem- 
bers had voted, he did vote, and his vote 
pawed the bill. He thought it lequired, 
as it did by his count, two votes to pass 
it; but, too fav gone in his cups to count 
correctly, it required but one, and when 
he voted in its lavor that one vote was 
supplied, and the temperance bill was 
passed. Some of his indignant friends 
rushed to his seat and rudely demanded 
that he move a reconsideration, but the 
demand was made in such a manner as 
to excite the anger of the member, and 
he refused. Thus was the first temper- 
ance law under the present Constitution 
passed by the vote of a member in a sit- 
uation too far gone to count the numbei 
of Senators voting."

A Singular lijpsy Tribe. 


A wandering tribe, which haa caused 


some curiosity in Madras, may possibly 
be identified witti a singular class of 
fiypsies known by the name of Mayadds, 
who visited Lahore in 1868, and a cti- 
nous and inteiesting account of whom is 
published in a memoiandum written by 
Dr. Leitner, and printed by the Punjab 
Government. 
In that year a large 


srowd of them arrived on foot and in 
carts fiom Afghanistan, and encamped 
for some little time in this place. They 
spoke a peculiar jargon among them- 
selves, though when within earshot of 
Europeans and Indians they spoke Per- 
sian. At first, it seems, there was a 
lifficnlty in identifying even their place 
of abode, but officers from various parla 
of India affirmed that the noisy and 
inarrelsome strangers were in the way 
of passing periodically between this 
country and (Jentral Asia, and that they 
had an unpleasant habit of looting vil- 
lages on their route. Mayadds were al- 
ways armed on reaching the Indian fron- 
tier, a, fact for which they accounted by 
saying that they were Shialis, whom, 
ia every one knows, their Snnni co-relig- 
loniste sometimes sell as slaves. "When," 
says Dr. Leitner, " I visited their en- 
:ampment their frantic gesticulations 
and the hurling of children by one 
woman to another in order to emphasize 
her raga, reminded me of a scene re- 
corded in my account of the Gypsies of 
Turkey when a case was decided in favor 
;.f that side in a tribunal contention 
which conld dance most obscenely and 
use the strongest expressions while ad- 
vocating their own cause." Others of 
the some tribe appear to have visited 
Lahore in 1870. Their Central Asiatic 
home IB said to be Khorasan, and it 
ai ems that their journey from one coun- 
try to the other and back extends over 
many years. A partial vocabulary of the 
dialect of thieves' Latin used by the 
Mavadds has, we believe, been compiled 
by'Br. Leitner.—Civil and Military

Tbe city of the dead, with its glistening 
monuments was found attired in its beau- 
tiful garb of green, with here and .there 
blooming plants placed in the soft earth 
on the rounded graves by a sorrowing 
mother or relative ot the departed. 


The grounds, which are quite extensive, 


were found to be free of rubbish of any 
character, and an air «f cleanliness per- 
vaded the cemetery that spoke volumes 
tor the good taste and industry of the 
sexton in charge. The tall grass on 
many lots has been cat, and a force of 
six men are now assisting Mr. Bendure in 
making other improvements that readily 
catch the eye of the visitor aa he rides or 
walks through the attractive grounds. 
'J he drives are kept in perfect repair at 
all seasons of the year. 


NEW MONTJMEKTS.

They 
are mostly of American granite, end range 
in cost from $100 to 81500 each. The 
more noticeable ones are on the John 
Ullrich, A. J. Gallagher, W. H. Fanning, 
John Slaughter, E. A. Stroh, H. H. Bish- 
op, Samuel Powers, William Sawyer, 
Benj.

and east of the entrance to the grounds. 
In this vault; which will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $7,000 or $8,000, will be placed 
the remains of the late Jacob H. Miller, 
whose body is yet in the old vault; and 
the other members of the family will be 
placed in it as they pass away. 


The present commendable state ot the 


grounds is mainly due to the good judg- 
ment and industry of Mr. Bendure, who U 
certainly the right man in the right place. 
He is the best sexton the association has 
ever liad and well merits the volunteer 
praise he receives from all visitors.
